If the re. has been any lack of deve- 
lopment in Salvation Army Etrad sing* 
inff, it has not been eccasioned by vast 
of appreciation on the part of our eon- 
eresataoas.- For no item on the ave- 
rage musical program is more heartily 
received than the singing of the Band. 
Equally certain is'it that no contribu- 
tion to a Meetuig: is more powerful or 
sool-ffUrnng than the ensemble Eing- 
iag of male voices, such as our Bonds 
can so well supply. It ir because of 
the effectiveness of our B4nds as Sins- 
itig Brigades that one vf-ondcrs why 
Corps Officers have not Foueht to de- 
velop and nw thin mnsical asset to 
much greater advantage than hither- 
to. 
What About the Sinaia;? Brigiriesr 

The question miRht perhaps jo aeked 
whether - a greater development of 
Band singing would not, to some ex- 
tent, curtail the usefulness of our 
regular Songster Brigades. The fact 
however, that a Bond, as n Sinping 
Brigade, will find its chief field of use- 
fulness in the realm of what might he 
termed the hymn'tune — that is, the 
son? with a simple tune, regular metre 
and solid harmony — would still leave 
practically unlimited scope for the 
varied exercises of- regular Songatcr 
Brigades. 

Many of these simple songs have 
been sunff by our Bands with, remar'o 
able effect. "The Lord fs my Shep- 
herd," "It's true there's a -beautiful 
City." and others have been largpjy 
used, but there arc numbers of pieces 
of a similar character that could be 
utilized with equal advantage. Many 
of the most beautiful songs ipcluded 
in Salvation: Army musfc are not Used* 
to any extent because perhaps the 
music is not in the Band Book, anil 



then appears to he a danger of some 
of these sohgs sinking into disuse en- 
tirely. ( 

It would be comparatively easy for 
our ^ands to revive these old songs by 
using theft, either in regular Meetings 
or Musical Festivals, and by so doing 
would be rendering sign&l service. 
There is no necessity to wait until a 
"mole voice" setting of these songs is 
available. The regular arrangement 
contained in the Tune Book can al- 
ways be adapted by the first basa sec- 
tion singing the written alto part. It 
is often an advantage to use a tunc in 
this manner, as a male voice arrange- 
ment is frequently of too great a 
range to be of service except for se- 
lected voices, whereas the Tune Book 
netting ib welt within the range of the 
entire Band, without fear of tho flint 
tenor being too high or the second bass 
too low. 

Thero will be In most Bands a fo\v 
voices which could scarcely be uscd'fn 
a selected combination— hi quartet or 
sextet — but such faults will be effec- 
tively hidden In the beauty of the re- 
sult obtained by the singing of the 
full Band. 

Impromptu Harmonization 

Most Salvation Army Bonds have 
the gift of impromptu harmonlKatton. 
Called upon to sing a verso of a'sone 
at a moment's notice, the Bandsmen 
will instinctively aing thc.r "parts." 
Huw gladly would the congregation 
refrain fro... singing tho third ov 
fourth verae of a song for tho delight 
of listening to the Band's singing. At 
a united Bervieo recently conducted in 
Winnipeg, at which the Citidel Bund 
supplied the music, the men were 
asked to sing p. verse by themselves. 
The great audience was startled and 
moved by the result. It was not a mus- 
ical performancOj It was a musical ex- 
pression of the soul, and as such
